As stated last week, I am in 
‘the county to be of any assist- 
ance possible to the farmers, 
and our first move is to get in 
touch with each community 
and study first hand the prob- 
lems that we as farmers are to 
solve in the good year 1924. 

On the 24th of January. or 
Thursday week at 10 o'clock 
the farmers from all over Cof- 
fee county are requested to at- 
tend a mass meeting at the 
courthouse in Elba. Renresen- 
tatives from the Farm Bereau 
at Montgomery, probably Mr. 
O'Neal, and also from Auburn 
will be present on that date to 


discuss the bigger problems 
facing Coffee county farmers 
the coming season. Special 


stress will be laid on home mix- 
ing of fertilizers, co-operative 
marketing and farm organiza- 
tion, as well as bollweevil con- 
{vol work, terracing, and other 
questions of interest to every 
farmer. In the meanwhile we 
hope to hold a number of com- 
munity meetings preparatory 
to the big meeting at Elba. 
During the few days 1 have 
heen in Coffee county, the 
splendid type farmers and soils 
have attracted my attention. 
Me any counties over Alabama 
bave-apeverty of-farmers-but 
ant so in Coffee. The man and 
he land ave very fortunately 
side by siga; and it only re- 
mains now for the farmer on 
his farm to make the best of 
; to improve that soil so that 
it will improve him, because 
the farmers only bank account 
is his soil. If we keep our 
soil, our soils will keep us; if 
we rob our soils, our soils will 
finally drags us down to debt, 
mortgage and despair.

Livestock is the 
bedrock of a sure soil every 
year. Dairying will pay good 
dividends in Coffee county and 
every farmer should have a 
few jersey cows, ship his sur- 
plus cream which is bringing 
50 cents per pound now for 
butterfat, feed the skim milk 
to calves, hogs and chickens 
and return the fertilizer back 
to the soil to make it'rich and 
productive ever of bigger and 
bigger crop yields. Any man 
who has travelled over the 
South and studied farm condi- 
tions will tell you that a dairy 
section is a rich section. They 
have money in the bank, a 
weekly cash income year in 
and year out, and a credit sec- 
ond to none in the land. 
Another important feature 
of the work we are trying to 
introduce in Coffee County is 
the Boys and Girls Club work.
